Whereas we are tre uento n 
aſwell by the pittifull ſupplication and petition of our — true ſubiectes the 1 - 
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Dallers and Maiſters of Barkes and Shippes of our ſaide Countie and diuers other Maiſters and Sai⸗ 
lers of other Poꝛts of our Realme, that there is in the ſaide Ille of Selſey, one olde ſtone Steeple ofa gr 
height adioyning neere to the Sea, which ol moſt auncient time out of mind and at this pꝛeſent is a notabl 
Sea-marze foz all Merchants and trauailers by Sea vpon the Southcoaſt, from the Eaſt to the Weſt,an 
from the Welt to the Eaſt,wherby not onlie the ſaid Maiſters of Merchant Ships but allo the Mailters of 
our Ships fake pꝛincipall mare foꝛ the auoiding the dangers of great Rockes and Shalles lying out tenne 
miles from the ſhoare, being one of the moſt dangerous places vpon that Coaſt called the Shalles: nohieh 
ſaid Steeple ſtanding a part & diſtant from the Church of the ſaid pariſh hath time out of minde beene main⸗ 
tained toꝛ the benefite of our Nauie, and the commoditie ofall Sailers and Merchants , the ſame lying litle 
oꝛ nothing at all beneficiall oz commodious to the Pariſhioners of the ſaid Pariſh,and is now lo ruinous as 
tt is like verie ſhoꝛtlie to fall downe if it be not ſpeedilie repaired and ſuſtained, and that the charges thereof 
(as hath beene teſtified by wozkemen that haue viewed the ſame) will amount to the ſumme oftwo hundzed 
pounds at the leaſt, which is a burthen far aboue the abilitie ofthe Pariſhioners of the ſaide Pariſh to — 
being loꝛ the moſt part in manner all pooze Fiſhermen, Copieholders: In conſideration whereot a af the 
humble ſute ofthe aboue named Juſtices ot eace: Know pe that wee haue lycenſed and by theſe _ 
doe licence the ſaide Inhabitants ofthe Ille and Pariſh of Selſey afozeſatde,oz any of thembearers hereoftec 
aſke, gather, receiue, and tate thalmes charitie and deuotion of our louing ſubiectes inhabiting and dwel 
ling within our Counties of Suſſex , Kent, Surrie , and South: with our Cities of London the Suburbes o 
the ſame:Canterburie, Chicheſter, and Wincheſter, our tobe of Southhampton, and the Ide of Wight, wi 
all pozts, limmes and limits whatſoeuer , in our ſaid Counties of Kent, Suſſex, and allo in all fownes coz 
rate whatſoeuer, inanieofour Counties aboue named: and not elf: where, fowardes the reedifping,repa 
ring, and new building ofthe ſaid ſteeple. u9herefoze we will and commaunde vou, and euerie of you.tha 
at ſuch time oz tymeg as the ſaide Inhabitants oꝛ anie ot them bearers hereof, ſhall come and repapꝛe to 
nie pour Churches, oꝛ other places , to aſke, and gather the charitie and deuotion of our louing ſubiectes a 
akoꝛeſaide, quietiy to permit and ſuffer them and any of thein lo to doe, without any ma ner your lettes, in 
terruption, oz contradiction. And you the ſaid Spirituail Parſons to declare the tenure of theſe out let⸗ 
ters Pattents vnto our ſayd ſubiectes : Exhoꝛting thein to extende their charities koz the cauſes afozeſaids 

And toz the ſpeedie collection of the charitie and almes afozeſaid : We will and commaund vou all and ſingu⸗ 

lar Conſtables, Headboꝛoughs, and Churchwardens, that you immediatelie vpon the receit hereof, doe co 

lect and gather or our ſaid louing Subiects, their charitable ales and the ſame lo gathered fozthwith to b 

deliuered to the bearer oz bearers hereof, to the vſeafozeſaid 2 In witneſſe whereof, wee haue cauſed theſe; 

our Letters to be made Patfents foz the ſpace ofone whole peare nextafter the datehereofto endure. nit / 
neſſe our ſelfe at Weſtminlter the twelfe dap of Febzuarie in the two and thirteth yeare ofour Raigne.
